NO ENTANGLING OF AMERICA 


But We Must Help to Solve 
World Economic Crisis and 
Aid World Justice. 


Special to The New York Timea. 

PROVIDENCE, R.I., June 15.—Charles 
E. Hughes, Secretary of State, speaking 
at the alufini dinner of Brown Univer- 
sity’s commencement, made what was 
regarded here as a direct answer to Am* 
bassador Harvey's statement in London 
on May 19 conterning America’s motive 
in entering the great war. 

“It was Ameriea, the exemplar of free 
institutions, aiding humanity in their 
preservation, that called for the supreme 
endeavor,” detlared the Secretary. 

Again he said: 

“Our men did not go forth-to fight 
for. this nation as one of imperialistic 
designs and cunning purpose, or-to pro- 
tect a Jand where avarice might find 
its surést reward. 

“ They offered theisefives; and all the 
energies of the country were harnessed 
in the supreme effort, because we loved 
the institutions of liberty and intended 
to maintain them, because we hated ty- 
ramny and the brutality and ruthless- 
ness which found: expressiom in the wor- 
ship of force, and because we found our 
fate linked with that of the free peoples 
who were’ struggling for the preserva-~ 
tion of the essentiais of freedom. With 
them we made ‘common cause and, as 
from oné end of.the country to the other 
rahg appeals in the hame of civilization 
itself, the whole) nation responded.” 

Sayles Hall, where the Secretary spoke 
as presiding officer, was thronged. by 
graduates to beyond the doors. 
declarations concerning America’s pur- 
pose in entering the war were received 
with wild enthusiasm and he was forced 
to wait until the applause had subsided 
before he could go on. 

Although Mr. Hughes naturally maile 
no reference to the Ambassador or the 
sentiment that he expressed in London, 
the listening sons of Brown felt no 
doubt that the Secretary had answered 
not only’ Colonel Harvey, but all other 
critics of America’s course during the 
war who asserted that the United States 
fought ‘‘ to save her own skin.” 

Mr. Hughes, who, came to attend the 
reunion of his class on the fortieth anni- 
versary of graduation, received a great 
ovation as he rosé to speak, and his 
address ‘was repeatedly interrupted by 
cheers and applause. 

In his speech Mr. Hughes. referred 
at length to the growth of the university 
in recent years, commenting thus on als 
own college days: 

‘*My own class was very small, as 
wo graduated but forty-three, but I 
would have you believe there was rare 
quality. * * * Our. friendships, too, 
\..-@ precious, for you cannot multiply 
true friends by additions to buildings 
and endowments.’’

POUGHKEDBPSIBD, N. Y., June 15.— 
Mrs. Percy. A. Rockefeller, sister, of 
James A. Stillman, plaintiff in the Still- 
man divorce action, took the stand be- 
fore Referee Daniel J, Gleason here to- 
day as the principal witness in a new 
attack upon the paternity of Guy Still- 
man, youngest son of Mrs. Anne Urqu- 
hart Stillman and a codefendant in 
the action. Mrs. Rockefeller, a daugh- 
ter-in-law of William Rockefeller, was 
in tears after her . cross-examination 
ended. She testified that James.A. Still- 
man had lived continuously at the home 
of his father, the late James Stillman, 
9 Bast Seventy-second Street, from Jan. 
1, 1918, to April 1, 1918. 

Guy. Stillman was born on Nov. 22, 
1918, and Mrs, Rockefeller’s testimony, 
like that of, four former servants of the 
Stillman family who succeeded her, was 
designed to show that,Mr. Stillman was 
not living with or on friendly terms with 
his wife during the period which pre- 
ceded the birth of Guy. 

Another important development was a 
demand by John F, Brénnan, chief coun- 
sel for Mrs. Stillman, upon Cornelius J. 
Sullivan, attorney for Mr. Stillman, for 
the appearance of. Mr. Stillman so that 
he might be cross- -examined ‘on the testi- 
mony he gave at the first hearing last 
December.

Mr. Brennan offered it at the beginning 
of the hearing and Mr. Sullivan later 
announced that he had no objection to 
receiving it. As expected, the amended 
answer names thtee womeh—Mrs. Flor- 
énce H. Leeds, named in her first 
amended answér; a woman known as 
‘Clara’? and a woman known as 
“Helen.” Mr. Stillrnan is charged with 
misconduct with each of these women in

Canadian P remier to Oppose Japanese Alliance|D | 


On Ground That 


It Is a Challenge to Us 





LONDON, June 15 (by Canadian 
Préss).—The advisability’ of renewing 
the Anglo-Japanese‘alliancé will be one 
of the first subjects before the confer- 
ence of Prime Ministers, the opening 
session of which will be held Monday.

INTERBOROUGH ASKS 
MEN 10 ACC ACCEPT HHH 


Follows Lead of B. R. T., A 
though Wage Agreement 
~ Runs Until Jan. 1. 


LAST INCREASE VOLUNTARY 


Officials Believe Workers Will 
Agree to Give Up the 10% 
Granted at That Time. 


Arrangements were completed yester- 
day for a series of conferences between 
officials. of the. Interborough Rapid 
Transit Company and representatives of 
its employes concerning a wage cut. 
This action: followed the announcement 
on Tuesday that similar steps had been 
taken by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company at the suggestion of Lindley 
M. Garrison, receiver. 

The agreement between the Interbor- 
ough-and-its employes does not expire 
until Jan. 1, '1922, but it was hoped that 
the men would consider a proposition 
for an early reduction. This hope was 
founded on the fact that of the 35 per 
cent, increase given the men during the 
war period 10 per cent. was without re- 
gard to agreements. It was thought 
that the men would consent to relin- 
quish this 10 per cent. increase, mean- 
ing a reduction in the payroll of about 
$2,000,000 a year. 

A statement by Frank Hedley, Presi- 
dent and General Manager, said: 

“The last increases ‘in wages were 
made by the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company in August, 1919, at which time 
wages were increased 25 per cent. above 
the rates jin the working agreement cov- 
ering wages then in existence, and in 
June, 1920, when wages were increased 
10 per cent. above the rates in effect on 
Aug. 1, 1919. 

“The principle behind these adjust- 
ments of Wages was the increasing cost 
of living, which was, according to Gov- 
ernment reports and statistics, at the 
time of these adjustments at its highest 
point, the company recognizing this high 
cost of living as a fatt which had to be 
considered, even in the face of an exist- 
ing working agreement. 

‘* Beginning practically with the date 
of the last. increase the reverse of this 
has been true, and the-cost of living as 
shown by the same Government: statis- 
tics has been steadily declining for some 
time, a fact generally recognized and 
admitted.’’ ; 

The difference between the rates of 
pay at the close of 1918, when the men 


-] worked ten hours a day, and the present 


rates with an eight-hour day, is shown 
in the following figures, the first figure 
being the daily rate for the earlier 
period: Guard, $2 to $2.30, $4.24 to $4.56; 
motormen, $3 to $3.75, $5.44 to $6.88; 
switchmen, $2.60 to $2.80, $4.80 to $5.04; 
agent for twelve hours’ work, $2 to $2.40, 
for ten hours' work, $4.30 to $4.60; gate- 
men, same hours, $1.80 to $1.90, $3.80 to 
$4. In the early period employes had one 
day off each month, with pay, and in 
the latter period they had two days off, 
with pay. 

No action lookihg toward a reduction 
for employes of the New’ York Railways 
Company was taken by Job. E. Hedges, 
receiver, or by the management of any 
of the other surface railroad companies. 

William 8. Menden, general manager 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, 
has made preparations to discuss the 
wage question with representatives of 
the employes. No attempt will be made 
to.induce the men to accept a lower rate 
before the expiration of the present 
agreements on Aug. 6. 

Over in New Jersey the situation be- 
tween officials of the Public. Sérvice 
Ratiway Corporation and its employes 
is growing critical. A regent announce- 
ment. by the company said that the 
scale paid in July, 1918, would be re- 
stored riext month. In 1918 the scale 
was from 41 to 45 cents an hour. Now 
it ranges from 51 to 55 cents. <A short 
times ago the company abrogated the 
nine-hour day and restored the ten-hour 
day. Ata meeting of Division 20 of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes on Tuesday 
night ‘it was resolved to resist the at-' 
tenfpt of thé company to go back to the 
old scale.

ANNULS ARN DEAL 
POR HARNESS SALE 


Harding Acts on Word From 
Daugherty, Charging a Plot 
—Hint of Prosecution. 


COMPANY FORMED BY FOUR 


They Had Control of Price Fix- 
ing, Huge Purchases and In- 
spection Throughout War.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—On the ad- 
vice of Attorney General Daugherty, 
President Harding has annulled the 
contracts between the War Department 
and the United States Harness Com- 
pany under which surplus leather and 
harness supplies of the army were to 
be disposed of on a profit-sharing basis. 
The value of this harness has béen vart- 
ously estimated as from $27, 000,000. to 
$150,000,000. 

Attorney General anaemia has given 
an opinion that” ‘the editiints vidlated 
sections ‘of the Criminal Code, prohibit- 
ing officers or employes of the Govern- 
ment from having an intérést-in Govern- 
ment property or centracts. - The prin- 
cipal officers of the United States Har- 
ness Company are Colonel George B. 
Goetz, Major’ J. C. Byron, Captain 
Henry W. Benke, and Captain Azel F: 
Cochran, who served in the army during 
the World War as emergency officers. 

The President’s action was ahnouriced 
by.,Secretary Weeks as follows: 

‘* These contracts were. entered into by 
the former Director of Sales, with the 
approval of Secretary Baker, and pro- 
vid that. the large accumulation of 
stock of surplus military. harness . and 
accessories were to be turned over to 
the United States Harness Company to 
be reconditioned and sold, or soid in its 
original condition upon a profit-sharing 
basis. 

‘The facts, developed by the Attorney 
General, led him to the conclusion that 
these contracts had been entered into 
as a result of a conspiracy on the ‘part 
of certain former temporary officers of 


|the army to secure these contracts and 


the control of large stocks of harness on 
hand for théir own benefit. 

“The War Department has naturally 
followed the advice of thé law officer 
of the Government in this matter.” 

Secretary Weeks stated that the case 
was in the hands of-the Department of 
Justice for/ such action as the Attorney 
General deemed proper. He said that 
the only other war contract referred to 
the Department of Justice was the so- 
called ‘‘ salmon case,"’ involving the 
to the Government of 5,000,000 cans of 
salmon which wére held by experts to 
be unfit to eat. 

The purchase of harness. and other 
leather materials for the army and the 
sale of surplus supplies after the armis- 
tice have — the subject of mapy 
charges, é contracts with the United 
States Harness Company were made on 
Sept. 3, 1920, by F. C. Morsé, Director 
of Sales, of the War Department, and 
was approved by Secretary Baker. The 
United States Harness Company was to 
remake such harness as. needed, re- 
making and then sell it, the Govern- 
mént to receive 60 per cent. of the gross 
receipts and the company 40 per cent. 
A mihimum price was fixed on the vari- 
ous models’ of harness as for example, 
artillery harness, from $14.60 to $12.80. 
This harness, it 1s said, cost. the Goy- 
ernment $226 to $170 a set.

WASHINGTON, jJune 15.—Conversa- 
tions have been begun between Secre- 
tary of State Hughes and Baron Kijuro 
Shidehara, the Japanese Ambassador’ to 
the United States, with a view to the 


settlement of all outstanding problems} 


between the Governments of Japan and 
this country, ranging from Yap and 
the Far East to. the California situation. 

Satisfactory progress has been made 
in the conversations so far held and 
both sides are hopeful that they will be 
able to reach a solution of all unsettled 
issues in a spirit of mutual accomtmoda- 
tion and toleration without the sacrifice 
of any vital national principles. Some 
time will be required to bring the con- 
Versations to the point of an agreement 
on all the matters under consideration, 
so far as the working out of details 
is concerned, but it is the expectation of 
both sides that the two nations will be 
able to reach accord on the major points 
at stake before the lapse of many 
months, 

In these conversations representatives 
of both Governments are understood to 
be endéavoring to reach a’ direct under- 
standing without regard to European 
tribunals on matters which are mainly 
of direct concern to- one. or the, other of 
the two nations. If such an agreement 
can be reached it will not. be. necessary 
for the League of Nations “Council to 
seek to compose the differénces-. over 
Yap. and matters such as the restora- 
tion of Shantung to China in accordance 
with the oral promise that Japan. has 
already given. 

Japan Suggested Parleys. 

~ The conversations now in progress are 
understood to have been initiated at the 
suggestion of Baron Shidehara, acting 
for his Government, which is represented 
as being desirous of clearing the decks 
of all outstanding issues between itself 
and the United States. 

This desire is understood to be based 
on a realization that: if the questions in 
controversy between. the two Govern- 
ments drag on indefinitely in an unget- 
tled state, the result will be a. growth 
of unrest and misrepresentation in both 
countries that will certainly not benefit 
the relations between them and may 
lead to dangerous consequencés. 

It was stated tonight that the respon- 
sible leaders of the Japanese Govérn- 
ment feel that the time has come when 


‘there should be full, free and frank con- 


sideration of all points at stake between 
the two nations in a spirit of good-will, 
with & view to removing all clouds on 
their international horizon. ; 

‘The. conversations will be bread 
enough to take in all the questions in 
which the two countries have been di- 
rectly concerned or interested, includ- 
ing the status of the Island of Yap, the 
regulation of Japanese coolie inimigra- 
tion to this country, alien property 
rights, in which Japanesé are interested 
in California, the restoration of Shan- 
tung, the attitude of Japan .with re- 
spect to Siberia and her occupation of 
the northern half of the island of Sak- 
halien. 

Tf the convérsations result in a settle- 
ment satisfactory to both countries, it 
is believed, this will mark a long stride 
in the direction of the maintenance of 
world peace and prove an important 
contribution toward the popular miove- 
ment in favor of reduction of ar-aa- 
ments, for there is‘ho doubt in informed 
quarters, although officials do not ad- 
mit it; that the plans for the increase 
of both the American and Japaiese 
navies have been shapéd on éach side 
by fear of a menace from the opposite 
side of the Pacific. ‘There is no doubt 
that Ameaican haval building plans 
have in the last few years been based 
primarily on the possible attitude . of 
Japan in certain contingencies, and ‘: at 
the incregses planned for the Japa1+se 
navy have been predicated upon Ameri- 
can naval construction and uncertainty 
with, respect-to theultimate future. re- 
lations of Japan and the United States. 

Complicated by Yap Issue. 

When. Secretary Hughes. entered the

SANTO‘DOMINGO LOAN 
TO BE FLOATED HERE 


U.S. Military Governor's Negoti- 
ations With Bankers Expected 
to Conclude Soon. 





The Military Governor of Santo 
Domingo is negotiating with New York 
bankers for the sale of $2,500,000 
Dominican Republic four-year 8 per 
cent. Customs. Administration sinking 
fund ‘external gold bonds, to be issued 
by the United States Military Govern- 
ment of Santo Domingo. It is expected 
negotiations will be concluded in a few 


ays. 

The duties and powers of the General 
Receiver of the Dominican Customs, ap- 
pointed by the United States Govern- 
ment, are extended to the new’ bond 
issue, and he will collect and disburse 
the customs revenues which are to be, 
pledged for the fiew loan and such part 
of the internal revenues of the republic 
as may be necessary, should the customs 
revenues at any ‘time be insufficient to 
meet the service of the loan. No further 
loans can be made by the Dominican 
Government - without congent of the 
United States Government While any of 
the present bonds are outstanding. 

In connection with the announcement 
of the withdrawal of the Military Gov- 
ernment within. eight months, emphasis 
is placed on the fact that the General 
Receiver of Dominican Customs, _ap- 
pointed by the President of the United 
States, who. has been functioning with- 
out interruption since 1907, will continue 
his duties until the last of the bonds 
have been. paid.

LONDON; June 15.—'‘ What should be 
the attitude of the chuiches toward poli- 
tics at the mrhaane time?’ was the theme 
of “Premier Lioyd .George’s address to 
the General Assembly of the, Calvinistic 
Methodists of’ Wales held at Portmadoc 
today. Speaking in Welsh, the Premier 
said the great controversies of the future 
would rage around the relations of capi- 
tal and labor and how to create and how 
to. distribute’ wealth. Once they intro- 
duced debate upon ‘thése into the 
churches. they would inevitably divide 
and destroy the churciies for the greater 
purposes for which they ought to exist. 

Coming to “the great issue of. the 
gospel of, peace on earth and good-will 
among men,’’ Lioyd George said here 
was a task indeed -for the churches. 

** Tam all for the League of Nations,’ 
he said, ‘‘ but that is not enough.. There 


more is done to instruct opinion in the 


civilized countries of the world, the 
Léague of Nationg may become the 
breeding ground. of intrigues and feuds. 

Parties and groups may be. formed 
there. and one. day when the majority 
is one way and the. force another, you 
may find the discussions of the League 
of -Nations -have only. led up to the 

Set conflict ever, yet witnessed.’

‘‘ War in itself is a horror,’ > proceed- 
ed the Premier, ‘‘ and it is inevitable 
that terrible things should happen. It 
is possible things may have been done 
even by our forces under the impulse 
of passion and wrath and fear which 
one would rather not have happened. 
But it is very easy for men in tran- 
guillity, and may I also say, security ‘of 
sanctuary, to criticise men who are go- 
ing in hourly peril of their lives. If they 
are to be blamed for the mistakes they 
commit, if they are charged with crimes 
they have not committed, they ought at 
least to be heard. A religious confer- 
ence is the last body to condemn such 
men unheard. Most of them are men 
who went through the great war with- 
out a stain on their honor. They are 
entitled to be heard. If they are heard, 
religious conferences will have their 
time taken up with debates on questions 
of fact which are with great difficulty 
elucidated. ‘The work of the churches 
will be neglected and for the decent 
transaction of spiritual affairs of the 
churches will. be substituted a series of 
prolonged and heated political contro- 
versies. That is why I Bap. lh the intro- 
duction of these subjects 

Dealing with the question of tem- 
perance, the Premier sdid it was the 
~| imperative duty of the churches to exert 
the whole of their influence to promote 
the cause of sobriety. They. should do 
so without any regard to the effect 
which their interference might have up- 
on the fortunes of any or all political 
parties, but temperance must not be 
used merely as a partisan weapon. The 
maement a suspicion was created that 
temperance was merely a cloak for po- 
litical partisanship, the cause was 
damaged beyond repair. Temperance 
people must get it out of their mind that 
they were advancing the cause of so- 
briety: every time they flung a bottle of 

soda water at the head of an obnoxious 
politician.

The report, made by Miss Irene Knie- 
gevitch, Captain Kilpatrick's Secretary, 
says that the Captain was captured in 
the Crimea while he was serving the 
White Army, The Bolsheviki sel that 
the ‘‘ Red Cross work in the Crimea ‘'s 
an unofficial -help of American, capital- 
ists to the friends of.the White Army.”’ 
This Captain Kilpatrick denied, stating 
‘that he, served only according to the 
terms of his assignment, which. was. to 
the anti-Bolshevist army of General 
Koutepoff. 

The Bolsheviki released Captain Kil- 
patrick’s Secretary, who found refuge 
with the K. of C. after being taken by 
an American destroyer to Canstantino- 
ple, but Captain Kilpatrick.was held as 
a, hostage. The K. of C. in Constan- 
tinople have succeeded in reaching the 
Captain with creature comforts to al- 
leviate his life in prison, the report 
says. 

Mr. Flaherty said that several appeals 
had been made to him from all patts 
of the country to work for the release 
of Kilpatrick, adding that this was @ 
problem for the State Department.

BERLIN, June 15.—A gigantic swindle 
has, been brought to light in Saxony. 
For many snonthe institutions calling 
themselves ~ sportbanks have been 
springing up all;over. the country. In 
Dresden the two chief concerns of the 


“‘\kind were the Germania Sportbank and 


the X0eehn Sportbank,- ‘These two insti- 
tutions had between them about a dozen 
branches in Dresden alone, and pthers 
in various parts of southern Germany. 
In Berlin and-other cities similar banks 
came into existence. Now the Germania 
and .Koehn banks have suspended pay- 
ment, and it ig/elieved the swindle has 
been of such proportions as to create a 
distinct record in the history. of fraud. 
Directors-of the concerns have fled, but 
two have been arrested at Karlshorst. 
By means of a big advertising vam- 
paign the sportbanks persuaded people 
to invest-money with them, dividend 
of 100 per cent., léss 5 pér tent: for 
charges, was promised after money had 
been invested for a” period of eight 


weeks. For.a considerable time such 
dividends were actually paid out, and 
when this was seen there was an enor- 
mous rush of the public to invest. At 
the Dresden banks people stood for 
hours in jong queues in order to invest 
money. reat was the crush for 

weeks that e police had to be called‘ 
in the preserve. order. 

For a while all went well and the 
craze spread.’ One ‘Berlin bank boasted 
in an advertisement it had paid ott 
29,000,000 marks: in dividenés since the 
beginning of the year but did not say 
how much it had received. 

The Dresden concérns suspended pay- 
ment today and there was a tremendous 
run .by investors desiring their money 
back, They were met with the chilling 
announcement that the police had 
opened an investigation into the matter. 
Further big crashes all over the country 
are expected. 

The banks were quite frank about 
their sources of income. They used the 
money paid in to carry out. vast betting 
transactions on race courses. It is al- 
leged large sums were used to bfibe 
jockeys so that certain big betting deals 
might be successful. 

It is not yet known how great are 
the sums involved in’this record swindle 
which has appealed so strongly to the 
get-rich-quick desires of masses of the 
people. One éstimate puts it at more 
‘than 1,000,000,000 marks.

The proposal that Emir Feisal be 
elected’ King of Mesopotamia does not 
please the French, who deposed. him 
last year as King of Syria because he 
tried to drive General Gouraud and his 
soldiers into the sea, That Feisal’s 
brother should receive a kingdom in 
Transjordania,, alongside Syria; which 
is under a French mandate, evokes no 


enthusiasm along the Quai d'Orsay.

| Subcommittee Declines to Call for 


“Bank: ‘Accounts or to Hear 
Oral Arguments.

WASHINGTON, June. 15.—Senator 
Josiah O, Wolcott, Democrat, of Dela- 
ware, served notice today on the sub- 
committee of the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections that he prob- 
ably would move to’ summon Senator 
Truman. H. Newberry of Michigan to 
answer_in person before the committee 
the charge. of Henry Ford that the 
fraudulent use: of large sums of money 
in the Michigan Senatorial campaign of 
1918 invalidated the Senator’s right tc 
his seat. 

Senator Wolcott's announcement was 
made after James O. Murfin, chief of 
had announced 
that he would not call the Michigan 
Senator’or any other witnesses to com- 
bat the Ford charges. Senator Wolcott 
asked the opposing lawyers to hold 
themselves in readiness: to return to 
Washington if the committee should act 
favorably on his motion. 

Taking’ of testimony before the sub- 
committee was concluded at the morn- 


ing session, when the contestant rested 
his case and the Newberry lawyers said 
they had no witnesses to present. 

Only one other witness, with the pos- 
sible exception of Senator Newberry, 
remains to be examined. He is Henry 
B. Joy of Detroit, a brother-in-law of 
Senator Newberry, who has admitted 
contributing $25,000 to the Newberry 
campaign tund. ’ Mr. Joy is suffcring 
from a heart ‘malady ahd an agreement 
was reached to take his testimony 
through written interrogatories before a 
notary and in the presence of a physi- 
cian. 

At first Senators Spencer of Missouri 
and Watson of Indiana, composing the 
Republican majority of the subcommit- 
tee present today, ruled that Mr. Joy 
should not be required to testify. They 
yielded, however, to the objections of 
the Ford lawyers and Senator Wolcott. 


Will Not: Call Emory. 


The two Republican Senators, how- 
ever, held to a ruling against taking 
the testimony of B. F. Emery of De- 


Ltroit, office manager of the Newberry 


campaign headquarters. Emery, who is 
in Canada, suffered severai fractures of 
the skull in an automobile accident. 
Senator Spencer said the committee had 
decided that he was in no physicai ‘on- 
dition to testify. 

Senator Wolcott dissented from this 
view, maintaining that Emery’s testi- 
money promised to be of so much im- 
portance that~he thought arrangements 
should be made to examine him at:'a 
later day. This Senators Spencer and 
Watson would not consent to. 

A clash also occurred between Sena- 
tors Spéncer and Wolcott when: the for- 
mer, as. Chairman of the subcommit- 
tee, announced that the committee had 
decided to decline the request of the 
Ford counsel of an order permitting the 
examination of the bank account of 
John S. Newberry, brother of the Sen- 
ator and the largest contributor to his 
campaign fund, and the bank account 
of Lyman D. Smith, a New York bro- 
ker, who. testified he had ‘contributed 
$10,000 in his own name and had trans- 
mitted $20,000 more for others. 

In announcing the decision Senator 
Spencer expressed the opinion that no 
new evidence would be brought tv light 


| by an examination of the accounts. Sen- 


ator Wolcott refused to concedc this 
and insisted that no final decision snould 
be made by the subcommittee until its 
entire membership was present. Senator 
Edge of New Jersey, Republican, and 
Senator Pomerene of Ohio, ‘Démocrat, 
were the absentees. 


Won’t Hear Oral Arguments. 


A request by Alfred Lucking, chief of 
the Ford counsel, that oral arguments 
by the lawyers be permitted was denied 
by Senator Watson. On Senator Wol- 
cott’s objection, Senator Spencer ruled 
that the request should be. submitted to 
the full. committee, when Mr. Lucking. 
said he wanted to acquaint the entire 
membership of the Commiittss on Priv- 
ilegcs and Elections with the issues in 
the contest. It was made piain, how- 
ever, that. the majority membeis of the 
subcommittee were not: inclined to hear 
arguments. 

Counsel were allowed twenty days in 
which to file. briefs, which, with the 
record of testimony heard by the sub- 
committee and some fifty pages of tes- 
timony taken from the record of the 
criminal trial at Grand Rapids, ‘will be 
submitted to the full committee, which

At the request of the Newberry coun- 
sel, the Secretary of the Senate filed 
with the subcommittee copies of the af- 
fidavits sent to him Kvervitig at Henry 
Ford had not received any contribu- 
tions nor made any expenditures in his 
race with Newberry. An effort was 
made by Newberry lawyers to dispute 
this statement by the filing of.a report 
of expenditures by the Democratic State 
Committee of Michigan. Thé counsel 
sought to show that 135 Postmasters 
were contributors to the Democratic 
State fund. No effort was made to 
show, that Mr. Ford had i any- 
thing in the primary conan: 

Attorney Lucking, on ehalf of Mr. 
Ford, stated that his client had not 
spent. a cent for either the nomination 
or the election. 


Wolcott first inquired if nator New- 
berry was pg Me to be call to the wit- 
‘ness stand.

UNEDIFYING WRANGLES. 

The dispute started in Congress over 
the work of Congress ts not éxhilarat- 
ing. It may be true, as reported, that 
the President is sorely disappointed 
and made sériously apprehensive by 
the backward state of legislative busi- 
ness, There was.a note of apology, 
and almost of alarm, in the remarks of 
Secretary WEEKé on Tucsday when he 
asked for ‘‘ fair play” for Congress 
and the Administration. It is ufde- 
tiable that affairs have not marched 
as it was hoped they would. On im- 
portant matters the two houses’ of; 
Gongress are deadlocked. The big 

' @uestions of ‘revenue and of taxation 
have scarcely been touched as yet. 
After ‘all their promises and their 
boasting, the Republicans are un- 
questionably open~to attack and: to 
taunting by their political opponeniz. 
-Neverthetess, it ill becomes the Dem- 
derats in the Senate to ‘‘ gloat” over 
the delays and the general inefficiency 
of the other political party. It is not 
ffi the p public interest that a partisan 
torn should be given to an unfor- 
tunate state of things that concerns 
the whole nation. People are asking 
whether one Congress after another is 
te go on frustrating the hopes with 
which \its sessions began. Has the 
legislative branch of the Government 
cecayed? Are the national representa- 
tives really unable to respond to the 
désires of the people?

NOTICE TO BARNACLES. 

A commission of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives with a Chairman, Mr. 
Water F.. Brown, as. Mr. HARDING'S 
personal representative, ‘has: under- 
taken the work laid on it by Congress 
of reorganfzing* the ‘execitive’ depart- 
ments. Among its main tasks will be 
the reduction to effectiveness and sim- 
plicity of the confused and overlapping 
activities of the departments, the es- 
tablishment of standards. in relation to 
persoris and materials, of a permanent 
organization to check such overlapping 
in the future and of a central supply- 
purchasing bureau. There is great 
waste in the present helter-skelter 
want of system.

It will be ‘hard enough for Congress 
to take any practical steps to. bring 
about economy and efficiency. It is 
intolerable that Government placemen 
should be conducting in various ways 
@ propaganda to influence Congress 
and obstruct the Reorganization Com- 
mission. Mr. Harpinac has had sharp 
notice served on all. these partisans .of 
the Circumlocution Office. They must 
quit their propaganda or the service. 
In his speech at the Academy of Po- 
litical Science, in May,, Mr. HARDING 
said: 

Government, to a greater extent now 
than ever before, is under obligation 
‘to give the greatest service for the 
lowest possible cost.

FROZEN CREDITS AND UNCON- 
SUMED GOODS. 

' It's not for lack of appetite that our 
surplus goods are not consumed. The 
world’s lack is even greater than our 
towns{ capacity to supply all human wants 
abové our own necessities. ' Nor is a 
difference of opinion about price the 
chief obstacle to tradé at home and 
abread, There are those who will 
promise any price within: reason for 
supplies on credit. Many such buyers 
are a good moral risk under ordinary 
conditions. Their hgnor is fot doubt- 
ed, nor their disposition. But their 
ability to pay is uncertain, ‘They have 
had credit here with a generosity 
never equaled, as our billions of un- 
settled and unfunded sales bargains 
abroad attest. Those buyers might 
éven have been further trusted had 
there not been such a flood of cancel- 
lations and so-called *‘ frozen credits.” 

When acceptances fall due and buy- 
ers default, banking institutions be- 
come traders against their will. They 
are confronted with conditions de- 
manding prompt settlement regardless 
of arguments about the equities and 
difficulties of the situation. What- 
ever the merits of such controversies 
between buyers and sellers banking 
funds must be kept liquid, and per- 
centage of reserves ts less important 
than quality of resources. . Bankers 
protect customers faithfully as a mat- 
ter of joint interest and credit, -and 
pressure is delayed ‘gO long as safety 
allows. But protection of the margin 
ubove market price is the business of 
the customer, not of the bank. Banks 
have nothing to do with markets, as 
our farmers and cattle dealers have 
learned. “Mr. BarucH, who is propos- 
ing to help the farmers to finance 
themselves; founds his plan upon an 
adequate excess of value of commodi- 
ties above.the loan. Farmers have 
not been denied such accommodations 
in ordinary banks on that. condition. 
Just, now there is a fresh credit under 
arrangement ‘for cattle raisers, al- 
though only a small fraction of a pre- 
vious credit was applied for because 
of the lack of a margin for protection 
of the lenders. ‘There would be less 
pressure on domestic commodity mar- 
kets if our. ‘surpluses could be sent 
fabroad.

1) BAR “MEDICINES 


Decides Authoritiés Cannot Be 
Enjoined From Seizing In- 
toxicants Illegally Sold. 


NO PROSECUTION REQUIRED 


Ruling Gives Prohibition Commia- 
sloner Power to Stop Liquor Sales 
Without Making Arrests.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Broad and 
sweeping powers to restrict and even- 
tually eliminate the sale of intoxicating 
beverages masked as medicinés were 
granted today ‘to Prohibition Comrmhis- 
sioner Roy A. Haynes by Justice Wen- 
dell P. Stafford, in Equity Court No. 1, 
in a decision denying Ferdinand Appell, 
proprietor of a near-beer saloon, ‘an in- 
junction to restrain Joshua W. Miles, 
Collector of Internal Revenhue!of this 
district, from seizing the saloon and séll- 
ing its contents to pay a tax of $1,982 for 
the alleged illegal sale of liquor. 

While the suit was filed against Gol- 
lector Miles, the effect.of Justice Staf- 
ford’s decision, according to Assistant 
District Attorney Charles W. Arth, is to 
place in Commissioner Haynes’s hands a 
powerful and incontestable weapon 
agdinst the salé of ‘horke vino, pepper- 
mint concoctions, fruit extracts, &c., 
such as are now being sold by fruit and: 


delicatessen stores all ovef the country. 

‘oO put £. ermanent stop to these con- 
coctions ng sold, as bevérages, Mr. 
Arth sta nated. the Prohtbition Commis- 
sioner has only to obtain the co-opera- 
tion of fhe: oliector orf Internal Revenue. 

Agents of the Collector, it is stated, 
must first visit, a place under suspicion 
and determine whether or not these 
peparations are being sold as beverages 
—and it i8 contended that in almost 
every instance they are being sold as 
such—and report to the Collector. If the 
report shows such a sale, the Collector 
notifies the merchant that he must pay 
a tax for this illegal:sale. If the mér- 
chant refuses to pay the tax, the Col- 
lector, without even making a chargé 
against th® merchant, can seize his stock 
and sell it to recover the tax 

Justice Stafford decided in “the Appell 
case that no court could entertain & suit 
against the Collector to restrain the ci 
ection: of this tax, declaring that Sé 

“of the Revised Statutes — pi ay. 
stated that this could not be ‘done. 

Mr. Arth stated that taxes assessed 
against some of the merchants whose 
business had been pinvestigatad by the 
Cotlector run as as $6,000, and 
unless this was ot Mm isametiatal the 
stocks of these merchants would be 
seized to ie the tax, and ‘‘ no court on 
earth can stop the proceedings.”

DEADLOCK ON BILLS 
FOR ARMY AND NAVY 


Weeks Predicts Demoralization 
_ if House Plan on Land Force 
Is Effected. 





WASHINGTON, Juné 15,—The Senate 
and House conferees who are trying to 
reconcile the differences of the two 
houses on the. Army and Navy Appro- 
priation bills are deadlocked, with no 
immediate prospects om an early agree- 
ment.

» motor, Goes to Movies. 


GOES HOME TO SUPPER|:ni 


Then Denies Thrilling Experience in| 
Which He Was Near Death 


From Asphyxlation. 


Locked ‘in an air-tight -steel vault far 
below the street level in the. Metro- 
politan Building, —Twenty-third Street 
and Fourth Avenue, for nearly two 


hours last evening, Frederick J. Schweer 
Jr., a/clerk in ‘the Metropolitan Bank, 
was rescued just in time to save his life. 
The boy’ was’ unconscious when” lif 
out. An- ambulance surgeon :from Belle- 
vue Hospital, who had‘ been “waiting 
more than an hour with a pulmotor, 
began work on him. 

The lad, suffering. when he first re- 
vived, from shock and hysteria, made 
such a rapid recovery that after he 
reached his home at 109 Chestnut Ave- 
nue, Jersey City, he ate a belated sup- 
per and hurried out to the movies with- 
out telling his parents of ‘his thrilling 
experience. And when he came back he 
stubbornly denied that he’ had been in 
the vault at all. . 

.It was just before 7 o’clock that John 
Connolly, the bank watchman, making 


his rounds on the subway level, heard a 
steady tap, tap, tap at the door of a big 
vault used. for ~ Re srg ap of books 
and records. At first Connolly thought 
someone ‘was trying to break in. © Then 
he became cure -it was someone trying 
to break out and dashed for a telephone. 

Augustus C. Corby, Second Vice Presi- 
dent and Cashier of the bank, was just 
entering his home, 215 West 10st Street, 
when he got the watchman’s ‘hurry call. 
Corby -was the nearest official who 
knew the combination. His automobile 
was outside and he broke alt traffic 
regulations getting. to the bank 

Connolly meantime had notified Patrol- 
man Darcy of the East Twenty-second 
on nearby post, and 
Darcy: had summoned Dr. MacManus 
with the pulmotor. 

There was some delay in getting ‘the 
vault open, which was not explained, 
and long before the huge doors swung 
outward all sounds had ceased within. 

The huddled form of the boy, his face. 
pressed close against the doors, was 
dragged out by the policeman and the 
ambulance surgeon. 

Dr. MacManus. administered restora- 
tives and applied the pulmontor, as 
Schweer was suffering from asphyxia- 
tion and his respiration had diminished 
to the danger point. In a few minutes 
his breathing became normal, The deep 
shock of his experience became appar- 
ent.the gmoment he regained conscious- 
ness, but once he was ‘convinced that 
nothing more than a hideous dream re- 
mained of his harrowing experience he 
soon got hold of himself. 

Because of'efforts made to prevent the 
yccurrence from becoming public, it was 
net learned just’ how Schweer became 
imprisoned. It was said that while he 
was putting some books: away the door 
was shut. *‘ in some manner.’”” Nor nee 
it be learned precisely how long the 
had been there. Those who partici ted 
in his rescue and revival were certain 
it was two hours, if not longer. 


PEAK OF WAR PLAGUE. 
PREDICTED FOR 1924 


U. S. Health Service Expert Says 
50,000 Ex-Service Men .Will 
Be Treated for Tubercalo- 


sis in 3 Years. 





The greatest loss to the nation from 
tuberculosis caused by the war wifi be 
felt in 1924, said Dr. F: C. Smith, of the 
United States Public Health Service in 
an address yesterday before the seven- 
teenth annual meeting of the National 
Tuberculosis Association in the Waldorf. 
Within the -next three years, he said, 
approximately 50,000 ex-service men will 
have received treatment for the disease. 

Of 133,716 ex-service patients who have 
been sent to hospitals since the War 
Risk Insurance act was passed, said Dr. 
Smitb, 35,150 were tubercular. Half of 
these had been under treatment since 
March, 1919, in hospitals-owned or con- 
trolled by the Public Health Service. 

On May 7, 1921, there were 5,220 tuber- 
cular patients in Public Health Hospi- 
tals, of whom 1,600 belonged to . the 
army, navy ,and goldiers’ homes and 
3,416 were if contract hospitals. It has 
been estimated that the effect of war 
tuberculosis will not disappear until 1966.

CROP CONDITIONS goon. 


Grain and Cotton Helped by the Last 
Week’s Weather. 

The Government’s weekly bullet:: on 
conditions.in the crop districts was as 
follows: 

The temperature was above normal in 
most of the principal corn growing 
States, and there was ample moisture 
west of the Mississippi River and in 
most of Illinois, Indiana and Ohio. Rain 


‘is much needed in local areas in the 


three States named.as well as from the 
Ohio River southward and eastward. 
The conditions were. unsually favorable 
from Iowa and WNebraska southward 
where corh is generdally in excellent 
condition. 

The weather of the week was some- 
what less favorable than durfng preced- 
ing weeks for Winter wheat in ccntral 
States, east of the Mississippi River 
particularly, owing to rather high tem- 
peratures and deficient moisture in 
many iocalities. Complaints of rust were 
received in nearly all of the interior 


States, although the damage from this 
cause has not been heavy in general. 
The recent moisture received in the 
Rocky Mountain area and in west cen- 


‘tral Great Plains has: greatly benefited 


small graiis. 


Spring wheat for the most part con- 


tinued to make satisfactory advance, 
4 it was rather too warm and 
rain is needed in the western portion 
of the otas and locally in some other 
sections. : 

Seasonal temperatures prevailed over 
the cotton belt; rainfall was moderate to 
heavy from the Mississ Ape Valley west- 
ward, but was light and, in large oreas 
entirely lacking to the eastward. These 
conditions on the whole favorably af- 
fected the crop, although drought is be- 
comi rather severe in some of the 
more Eastern States; and there has been 
ratner too much rain in the north- 
western portion of the belt. 

Cotton made excellent progress in 
Texas, very good advance in Louisiana 
and Arkansas and satisfactory growth 

enerally in Oklahoma. Progress’ ranged 
fr rom poor to fair.in Missippi and was 
fairly good in Tennessee, while some im- 
provement was no in Alabama. The 
stands of the late planted are generally 
poor in these States. The crop made 
very good advance in Georgia ard is 
withstanding .the drought remarkably 
well, owing to tne good state of cultiva- 
tion. Progress was fair:to very good 
in South Carolina, while some improve- 
ment was noted in North Carolina.

Mrs. Mary Brickel, are under 
indictment for the murder of Dantel 
F. Kaber two ‘years.ago, 

e Soon after hig arrival Hart went to 
Martan’s cell in the county jafl,, remain- 
ing in conference with her for more than 
half an -hour. “On leaving the jail he 
admitted he was here at the request of 
Thomas McArdle to review the evidence 
against Misg McArdle. -He would make 
no further statement. 

Mrs. Erminia Colavito. the midwife 
under indictmént for first degree mur- 
der with Mrs. Kaber, today offered to 
plead guilty to second-degree murder, 
Prosecutor Stanton announced tonight. 
The offer was declined. 

P “TY consider’ the ¢pse against Mrs. 
Colavito a perfect first degree murder,”’ 

lie said. ‘' For that reason I would not 
entertain her offer. I shall demand the 
full penalty tor Mrs. Colavito when she 
is tried.” 

A rumor that Mrs. Kaber had made a 
similar offer was denied. 

Pasquale Julian, who yesterday iden- 
‘tified Mrs. Colavito as the woman 
to whom he paid $280 for ‘‘ medi- 
cine’’ to> cure his brother John of 
headaches, which, according to - Pas- 
quale, caused his brother to lose his 
mind, was threatened with death for 
identifying the woman by a friend of 
hers last night, be told County Prose- 
eutor Stanton today. 

- The police learhed today that Mrs. 
Colavito’s activities in the forelgn sec- 
tion as a ‘‘ spirit healer’ had covered 
a period of from three to five years 
and that dozens of persons had paid her 
large sums of money for ** mediciie *’ 
and advice. 

A diamond ring and watch, owned 
by Kaber, and which are said to have 
beeri turned over to one of his assassins 
by’ Mrs.-Kaber,-as part payment for his 
niurder,; have been located by the police, 
and it was predicted the articles would 
be. in their possession within a few 
hours. The police refused to. Say 


in posséssion of one of four men said 
to have been hired to commit the 
murder. 

The four women under indictment were 
the only ones ‘held: today. The fifth, 
who had beén in custody since Friday, 
was released late last night. Prosecutor 
Stanton announced he was convinced 
she was not directly implicated in the 
case. She had been.a close friend and 
confidente of Mrs. Kaber.
